branches, for the purpose of communi- 
cating with other cells. 
When the 


brain is fully active all these cells! 
are In contact or ready to be In con- 
tact, with one another, but the time 
occasionally comes, It Is thought, when 
the branches of all the cells curl up, 
nml their Isolation means that com- 
plete C'Uiimunicalion between tho cells 
ceases. The state of body and mind 
that follows Is what Is called sleep. 


The most probable explanation of 


sleep, however, Is that iu some way 
or other tho Internal condition of the 
cells is changed, partly from exhaus- 
tion and partly because of diminished 
stimulation from other parts of thsj 
body.

These 
fortunate people as a tribe ftr» per- 
haps the richest people on earth. 


To begin with, they have something 


llko $8,000,000 
on deposit with tho 


United States government. This large 
sum Is drawing a good rute of Inter- 
est, sufficient to give each member of 
the tribe $1(V1 per annum. They also 
have about 1,000,000 acres of 
land, 


which, In view of the Immense fields 
of gas and oil now being developed, Is 
worth at a conservative entliuate .$,') 
an acre. This augments their money 
holdings $8,000,000 and gives * grand 
total 
of 
$10,000,000. 
If this sum 


should be divided equally among tho 
1,013 living Ooages, each would have 
$0,272.86. 


Besides the regular annuity derived 


from Interest on funds on deposit, each 
Osage gets n considerable 
«um of 


money received from the annual rent- 
als of the tribal pastures. To thla IB 
now being added that of oil and gas 
royalties. The full value of this Item 
Is difficult to arrive at, from tho fact 
that frequent now developments aug- 
ment the monthly revenue from this 
source. At this time the tribe la draw- 
Ing something like $12,000 monthly 
from oil and gas royalties, or about 
$7"> per capita per annum, amounting 
In nil to nearly if'-I'iO n year which each 
Osage receives IIH his pro rata share 
of the Income from tholr tribal funds.

Great Dairy Advancement. 


Tho development of the dairy In- 


dustry In California is more remark- 
able in many respects than was that 
of fruit growing. Tho evident advan- 
tages of the State for horticulture 
early encouraged settlers to engage 
in it. 
But not until alfalfa got a 


strong hold iu tho state was dairying 
much thought of. indeed, time was 
when it was the popular idea 
that 


butter made from the milk of alfalfa- 
fed cows was not of the highest qual- 
ity. 
Now that theory has been dis- 


pelled and buttor from California 
alfalfa fields commands tho highest 
price in Eastern markets. This year 
California will, for the Hrst time, 
produce enough butter to moot honr> 
consumption. 
Next year she will 


produce more than her people can 
use. 
And then will come tho test of 


her claims as a great dairy State — can 
California export buttor in competi- 
tion with other butter-producing dis- 
tricts? 
Buttor mado in Siberia is 


supplying London markets, and there 
seems no good reason, if the surplus 
butter cannot 
be sold 
in eastern 


States, why it should not go to the 
rapidly developing markets 
of tho 


Orient. 
Already a good buttor trade 


has been established at Asiatic [joints, 
a trade which will increase probably 
faster than tho increase of 
produc- 


tion. The day may come, too, whon 
cattle fattened on the surplus food of 
California fields will be shipped, not 
only to the Orient, but to Eastern 
States.

is as yet almost unthotight of. But:

frost. 


Often a valuable lawn or roadside

Remove all unsound arid 


decaying wood with a chisel until the 
sound woo 1 is exposed.
